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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



Claims 1 1-27 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: Regarding claim 1 1 , the prior art does not suggest the device as claimed, 
including the combination of all the claimed elements, the combination including the at 
least one latching peg being an assembly comprising a peg frame, a movable latch 
member mounted to the peg frame, and a reinforcing member mounted to the peg 
frame and being independent from the movable latch member. Regarding claim 20, the 
prior art does not suggest the assembly as claimed, including the combination of all the 
claimed elements, the combination including the locating peg for coupling the plug 
connector to the receptacle connector, a movable latch member, mounted to a portion 
of the outer housing that forms the at least one locating peg, and a locating peg 
reinforcing member mounted apart from the movable latch member to the portion of the 
outer housing that forms the at least one locating peg.
